Things did not go much better for then there, 
though, as they were banned in Los Angeles fol¬ 
lowing a riotous r.how at the Whiskey and in San 
Frsncisco after they snray-nainted the Borld 
Trade Building, Upon returning to Houston, they 
discovered that no one would have them. They're 
not a Houston herd anymore. anyway. Their tour 
through Dallas, New frleana, Atlanta, and 
Washington.
